Only one structure in 
the whole world contains single, stones 
surpassing or even reimitelv approaching 
those in size and cost; it is Ihe Cathe- 
dral of St. Isaac,

who has' Ihe contract to deliver them at 
the cathedral site, and has been prose- 
cuted steadily ever since, from -10 to J50 
nien being employed constantly at tin:

It is probable Umt of the 70,000 men 


who have sailed recently fi'oin England 
for South Africa there is hardly a single 
officer or soldier who does not look for- 
ward'to returning Home with tha_t little 
.ironze badge known 
ns The Victoria 
Jross pinned upon his brenst. It is a 
distinction flint is within the rench ot 
every member of the entire force, from 
the divisionni generals down to the small- 
est bugler or drummer boy. nnd there is 
not one of them who would not infinitely 
prefer it to any form of promotion. For 
ts promotion indicates that its owner- is 
n every sense of the word a hero, the 
Jross being conferred only for sonic sig- 
nal act of altogether exceptional brav- 
ery, partaking of the character of hero- 
ism. It was founded at the time of the 
Crimean war, and among those whose 
breasts it adorn arc generals such ns 
Sir lledvers Duller, Lord Roberts, who 
camuinuds in chief in South Africa, and 
plain, ordinary privates in the army. In 
fact, at least 30 per cent of the 200 A'k- 
toria Cross meu won the distinction as 
privates or 
non-commissioned 
officers 


of tlie army and ns common sailors in the 
navy. 
Sir Hedvers Bulier, for instance, 
re- 


ceived his Victoria Cross for riding back 
:hree times in one day in the face of a 
lotlv pursuing 
foi- 
to rescue 
wounded 


comrades and soldiers.
